The opening of Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School in 
September 1976 was marked 
by joy and a sigh of relief in 
the Greenbelt community. 
The long battle over the fa¬ 
cility’s location was over. 
Wounds were healing and an 
era of high expectations for 
the new school had begun. 

“It was interesting to see how 
the program evolved from what 
was originally envisioned/* rem¬ 
inisced Ray Ogden, principal of 
Roosevelt when the school open¬ 
ed in September 1976. Ogden 
remained for nine years and is 
now assistant superintendent of 
career and vocational develop¬ 
ment for the Prince Georges 
County school system. 

To plan the program for Roose¬ 
velt, the county’s first combined 
comprehensive and science tech¬ 
nology high school, think-tank 
meetings were held in the former 
northern area headquarters on 
Greenbelt Road. Spearheading the 
sessions were county educators 
and administrators, including Og¬ 
den. Input was also solicited 
from university faculty, scien¬ 
tists, the business community and 
citizens. 

“The effort was fascinating and 
extremely productive” recalled 
Muriel Weidenfeld, a staunch 
supporter of the combined com¬ 
prehensive and science technol¬ 
ogy concept. 

In the beginning there was an 
open enrollment policy for the 
comprehensive component, with 
the exception that students re¬ 
siding in Greenbelt and several 
other communities were automa¬ 
tically assigned to the new school. 
Admission to the technology por¬ 
tion was also open to all county 
students, but based on test scores. 
(Since Oxon Hill High SchooPs 
science-technology component op¬ 
ened, only those students living 
north of Pennsylviana Ave. at¬ 
tend Roosevelt.) 

“Roosevelt was more popular 
than we had envisioned,” said 
Ogden. “It took three to four 
years for the school to get its 
focus.” He recalled that “we 
started out with 22 distinct pro¬ 
grams (in the science-tech com¬ 
ponent) and over the years nar¬ 
rowed it down to three basic 
courses.” 

Ogden explained “Not only was 
a good academic program offered 
hut a good program for all stu- 
ents, including athletics, music 
and the arts . . . We did not ne¬ 
glect the comprehensive students 
in lieu of pushing those in science 
technology . . . ; everybody was 
brought along. Our policy was to 
offer something to every student 
who attended Roosevelt.” 

Originally there was concern 
that chasms would develop be¬ 
tween students of the technology 
and comprehensive components. 
Ogden felt this never really hap¬ 
pened because the administration 


achieved its goal of keeping the 
program balanced. Also there 
were opportunities for students to 
mix together in classes that were 
open to everyone on the basis of 
ability — to the humanities, arts, 
upper level science classes and 
electives. 

Milton Steinbaum, principal 
since November 1985, said, “If a 
program helps students grow ac¬ 
ademically, it gives them a sense 
of worth about themselves so that 
they won’t look at anyone else.” 
He thought that dubs, which are 
open to everyone, provide a bal¬ 
ance to academia. In a club set¬ 
ting a student’s personal develop¬ 
ment is promoted by doing some¬ 
thing worthwhile, he explained. 

Ogden said “hard work by the 
staff kept chasms from develop¬ 
ing.” He also credited “very ac¬ 
tive PTSAs and parents from 
year one as helping to bridge 
the gap as well.” 

He saw the dichotomy in the 
building as one between the 
bright students and those stu¬ 
dents needing help- “The build¬ 
ing,” he explained, “had an ex¬ 
aggerated population—a lot of 
the best in Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty and a fair share of students 
needing remedial skills . . , The 
program had to work to address 
these concerns and the key was 
an excellent faculty.” 

Steinbaum credited Ogden with 
doing a “fine job” in addressing 
this concern. “Teachers,” he no¬ 
ted, “just don’t teach one caliber 
of students. They each all levels 
so they don’t become labeled.” 

New Program This Year 
“My aim is to increase the 
quality of instruction and pro¬ 
grams for all students.” Stein¬ 
baum stressed. He was excited 
about a new program started this 
year for students who have diffi¬ 
culties in school “but somehow 
can’t get it together . . , and of¬ 
ten drop out.” In dealing with 
this, he explained, “certain 
teachers work in a cooperative 
effort with students to give them 
strong basic skills and back¬ 
ground on careers . . . Lessons 
are highly structured and re¬ 
quirements are made clear.” Tea¬ 
chers also keep in contact with 
the student’s home. 

Steinbaum feels certain the 
program will be successful and 
reduce the number of dropouts. 
He pointed to another innovation 
developed by special education 
teachers - a “hands-on” program 
which involves teaching skills 
such as painting, A stipend is 
also given to students for their 
projects. 

“Students see some money com¬ 
ing in from their efforts and real¬ 
ize if you learn certain skills 
and apply them to projects, there 
are monetary rewards.” 

Steinbaum is proud of Roose¬ 
velt’s comprehensive language 
program, which this year added 
Japanese to a list that includes 
Latin, Russian, German, French, 
Italian and Spanish. 

He said Roosevelt was nation¬ 


ally known for its high achiev- 
ment levels in terms of the Merit 
scholarship standardized tests- 
Last year the school had the high¬ 
est number of finalists in the 
area and this year ranks among 
the top schools. 

In response to a question about 
business involvement in the pro¬ 
gram, Steinbaum said: “We have 
been adopted by Harry Diamond 
Labs, a quasi-governmental agen¬ 
cy performing research.” Stu¬ 
dents, particularly those in the 
science technology program, have 
access to Diamond’s computerized 
periodical library that has a na¬ 
tionwide network. Advanced stu- 
ents in the research practicum 
are working with Diamond and 
hope to connect into the library 
network to service students. 

Roosevelt and Oxon Hill High 
Schools recently had a week-long 
practicum to learn what was out 
in the business world and how 
business can support the staff of 
the schools, for example, in ac¬ 
quiring equipment

Registered voters qualify for 
absentee voting if they will be 
out of their county of residence 
on election day, are ill or dis¬ 
abled, are 65 years of age or 
older and their polling place is 
inaccessible, are full time college 
students residing on campus, or 
are confined in or restricted to 
an institution. 

Although the application must 
be made in writing and bear the 
voter’s signature, there is no re¬ 
quirement for a notarized oath 
or for a physician’s certificate.

Presiding was Dorothy Pyles 
of the Greenbriar Phase III 
Crimewatch Committee, who in¬ 
troduced police chief Francis Hut¬ 
son, Lieutenant Jim Craze and 
PFC Patrick McAndrew. Hutson 
commented at the beginning that 
“one thing that helps to make a 
city safe is the crimewatch pro¬ 
gram.” He noted that “You’re 
not asked to put in a lot of time 
. . . the more people (participat¬ 
ing) the less time to put in.” 

The main program was given 
by McAndrew, who started by 
noting that three parts of a 
crimewatch system were (a) Op¬ 
eration ID—identification, mark¬ 
ing and listing one's possessions; 
(b) home security—a check of 
entryways, locks and general 
access to a home; and (c) neigh¬ 
borhood watch—keeping a look¬ 
out for suspicious actions. 

A slide show describing the 
national neighborhood crime, 
watch program and some par¬ 
ticular group activities was then 
presented, along with statistics 
on the average number of crimes 
of various types taking place in 
any given period of time. Copies 
of pamphlets on “Operation 
Identification,” “What to do be¬ 
fore the burglar comes,” “Out¬ 
smarting crime” and how to “Pro¬ 
tect your child” were also pro¬ 
vided for those present. 

After telling the audience that 
“You’re the eyes and ears of the 
police department . . , we encour¬ 
age you to call if you see any¬ 
thing suspicious ... we do want 
the calls,” McAndrew gave some 
examples of possibly suspicious 
acts: strangers hanging around 
cars in parking lots, strangers 
hanging around children, cars

moving without lights in a park¬ 
ing lot, broken windows, someone 
running with an object in their 
hands, or looking disheveled, peo¬ 
ple transferring from one car to 
another, someone apparently be¬ 
ing forced into a car against their 
will, etc. He added that if a pos¬ 
sible crime is observed involving 
a car, “Get the license number 
description, and direction of 
travel”; if a fight between people 
is seen, let the police know if a 
weapon is involved. 

After describing this “static” 
part of a crimewatch program, in 
which people are “watching out 
constantly,” the officer described 
the “mobile” part, which con¬ 
sists of a CB (Citizen’s Band) 
base station, and two people—a 
mobile patrol—in a car. The driv-

Cost Not the Issue 

The small amount each and 
every taxpayer would have to pay 
to support a museum over the 
next three years is a simplifica¬ 
tion of the issue. At least 
$20,000 the first year and com¬ 
parable funds for the next two 
years is to be paid out of public 
funds on a project which will not 
“benefit all citizens of Greenbelt 
for years to ccme.” And that 
would not be all the Friends of 
the Greenbelt Museum (FOGM) 
would expect the city to be re¬ 
sponsible for. At best it will help 
a teacher demonstrate to her class 
what type of assistance the gov¬ 
ernment rendered a few of its 
great depression victims. How 
many classes, how many times a 
year? A few other citizens, out 
of curiosity, will w r ander in one 
time; the friends of the museum 
will do all they can to promote 
it, but will very likely soon find 
it too much of a burden and lose 
interest. 

It cannot be compared to a 
tennis court or a swimming pool 
as one member did at the work 
session. Those recreational fa¬ 
cilities contribute to the health 
and enjoyment of young and old 
and, although I do not use either 
facility ,1 am glad to contribute 
to their upkeep. 

Formerly, the idea expressed 
at hearings was that 10-B Cres¬ 
cent be restored, as near as pos¬ 
sible, to the original house. Now 
FOGM admits it would be imprac¬ 
tical to replace the new windows 
with the original and other items. 
They would hope to install the 
original kitchen cabinets. If it 
is not to be an original, what is 
the advantage of a GHI house 
over any type housing for the 
artifacts ? 

Greenbelt, in its conception, 
was only a small part of the 19- 
30's efforts to get the country out 
of the Great Depression.

Museum Plan Protested 

As a concerned citizen I at¬ 
tended a meeting of the City 
Council on October 14 to protest 
the purchase of a GHI house for 
the Greenbelt Museum. It was 
evident that this meeting was a 
rallying point for the museum 
rather than an open forum for 
discussion of the merits of such 
a project. Most of the questions 
raised by citizens not convinced 
that a museum was needed to 
extol the beauty and value of 
the city of Greenbelt were not 
satisfactorily answered. It was 
obvious that the museum was 
being pushed through without 
adequate time to completely re¬ 
view the ramifications of making 
such a serious decision. It was 
even said that we must move 
quickly while the GHI home is 
still available! 

When a referendum was sug¬ 
gested on the subject it was said 
that the question was settled 
when the bond issue was ap¬ 
proved. The bond issued stated: 
“We are considering the purchase 
of a GHI house to be used for 
the Greenbelt museum." Appar¬ 
ently the council thinks “consid¬ 
er is a synonym for “decide." 

In a recent letter to the News 
Review, a member of the museum 
committee stated that the prop¬ 
erty will be owned (not so under 
GHI) by the city and after five 
or ten years if the city council 
feels that the museum is not a 
success, it could dispose of the 
property and get the money back 
(that’s not guaranteed either ), 
This indicates a lack of confidence 
in the future success of the proj¬ 
ect. 

I feel this purchase plus the 

continuous expense jneolved in 
the preservation of such a mu¬ 
seum is an inappropriate use of 
the taxpayer's money and I urge 
the council to reconsider its po¬ 
sition.

Objects to Many Opinions 
On North End School

That is what the 
members of the committee and 
myself are endeavoring to do.

At its regular meeting held on October 7, 1986, the City Council 
of Greenbelt, Maryland adopted Charter Amendment Resolution 
1986-4 (Resolution Number 632), and the following title of the 
Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF 
THE CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 
13 OF ARTICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED 

CODE OF MARYLAND, SUBTITLE “HOME RULE”, TO 
AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT 
FOUND, IN WHOLE OR IN PART, IN THE COMPILATION OF 
MUNICIPAL CHARTERS OF MARYLAND (1983). AS PRE¬ 
PARED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF LEGISLATIVE REFER¬ 
ENCE PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 77 OF THE ACTS OF THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF MARYLAND OF 1983, BY RE¬ 
PEALING AND REENACTING WITH AMENDMENTS SEC¬ 
TION 5, TITLE “MEETINGS”, TO PROVIDE THAT SPECIAL 
MEETINGS OF THE COUNCIL MAY BE CALLED UPON MO¬ 
TION OF COUNCIL DULY ADOPTED AT A REGULAR MEET¬ 
ING; AND TO PROVIDE FURTHER THAT THE CITY COUN¬ 
CIL SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT TO MEET IN EXECUTIVE 
SESSION, WHICH SHALL BE CLOSED TO THE PUBLIC, IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE APPLICABLE PROVISIONS OF 
THE ANNOTATED CODE OF THE PUBLIC GENERAL LAWS 
OF MARYLAND (1984). 

The above titled Charter amendment shall become and be consid¬ 
ered a part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, 
according to the terms of the amendment, in all respects to be 
effective and observed as such, upon the 26th day of November, 
1986, unless on or before the fortieth day after passage, which 
shall be the 17th day of November, 1986, there shall be presented 
to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to it 
by registered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty 
percent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the regular 
election of the City of Greenbelt, requesting the above Charter 
amendment be submitted on referendum to the voters of the City 
of Greenbelt.

er drives the car around a set 
route, while the passenger par¬ 
ticipant watches the surround¬ 
ings; the base station keeps track 
of the mobile patrol, and if any 
incident is seen, the base station 
operator calls the police depart¬ 
ment. 

Following this general presen¬ 
tation several listeners, mainly 
women, asked many searching 
and urgent questions. The first 
question was from one who was 
“very concerned about ... the 
incident of the rape, and how to 
protect ourselves.” McAndrew 
responded that the police depart¬ 
ment was going to try to set up 
another session on sexual assault. 
He added, “You can call us for an 
officer escort—it's a service we 
do provide,” In reply to a male 
questioner who asked, “What 
happens if we witness a rape at¬ 
tempt and get involved?”, he 
cautioned “That will be your own 
responsibility.” Lieutenant Craze 
commented that “Many criminals 
are armed and we don't want two 
victims where there was one.” 
Other listeners proposed self- 
protection measures such as car¬ 
rying police-type whistles, and 
having dogs. 

Further information and ques¬ 
tions came from others in the 
audience who told the gathering 
that an escort service had been 
set up at the Westchester Park 
parking lot since a rape oc¬ 
curred there the week before. An¬

CHARTER AMENDMENT 

At its regular meeting held on October 7, 1986, the City Council 
of Greenbelt, Maryland adopted Charter Amendment Resolution 
1986-3 (Resolution Number 631), and the following title of the 
Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE HE OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF AR¬ 
TICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND, 
SUBTITLE “HOME RULE” TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF 
THE CITY OF GREENBELT FOUND. IN WHOLE OR IN PART. 
IN THE COMPILATION OF MUNICIPAL CHARTERS OF 
MARYLAND (1983), AS PREPARED BY THE DEPARTMENT 
OF LEGISLATIVE REFERENCE PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 
77 OF THE ACTS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF MARY¬ 
LAND OF 1983, BY REPEALING AND REENACTING WITH 
AMENDMENTS THE FOLLOWING SECTIONS OF THE 
CHAPTER TITLED “ELECTIONS”: SECTION 19. “RE¬ 
GISTRATION LIST”, TO PROVIDE FOR THE POST¬ 
ING OF THE REGISTRATION LIST BY THE 
TWELFTH MONDAY PRECEDING THE DATE OF ANY REG¬ 
ULAR COUNCIL ELECTION; SECTION 20. “NOMINATIONS”. 
TO PROVIDE THAT NOMINATION PAPERS SHALL BE 
FILED NOT EARLIER THAN THE TWELFTH MONDAY AND 
NOT LATER THAN THU SEVENTH MONDAY PRECEDING 
A REGULAR COUNCIL ELECTION; SECTION 23. “BALLOTS”. 
TO PROVIDE THAT THE BOARD OF ELECTIONS SHALL 
PRESCRIBE THE METHOD FOR CASTING AND RECORDING 
VOTES NOT LATER THAN THE TWELFTH MONDAY PRE¬ 
CEDING EACH REGULAR COUNCIL ELECTION; AND SEC¬ 
TION 24. “CONDUCT OF ELECTIONS”, TO PROVIDE THAT 
THE BOARD OF ELECTIONS SHALL DESIGNATE SUITABLE 
PLACES FOR VOTING AND SUITABLE PROCEDURES FOR 
THE CASTING AND COUNTING OF BALLOTS NOT LATER 
THAN THE TWELFTH MONDAY PRECEDING EACH REGU¬ 
LAR COUNCIL ELECTION. 

The above titled Charter amendment shall become and be consid¬ 
ered a part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, 
according to the terms of the amendment, in all respects to be 
effective and observed as such, upon the 26t;h day of November, 
1986, unless on or before the fortieth day after passage, which 
shall be the 17th day of November, 1986, there shall be presented 
to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to it 
by registered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty 
percent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the regular 
election of the City of Greenbelt, requesting the above Charter 
amendment be submitted on referendum to the voters of the City 
of Greenbelt. 

A copy of the above Charter Amendment Resolution 1986-3 is 
posted in the Greenbelt Municipal Building in accordance with 
the requirements of Section 3(d) of Article 23A of the Annotated 
Code of Maryland, ‘and may be obtained from the City Clerk,
